h, Review of Proposals for External Research 


There was no formal Subcommittee review of an agency proposal 
for external research, However, the Chairuan of the EIC 
received a request from General Yarborough, Acting Chief of 
Intelligence, Department of the Army, that the EIC consider 
prepering a coordinated study on the rice economy of South 
Vietnam. Extensive discussions were held with various offices 
of the Department of Agriculture and the Agency for International. 
Development, who maintain the major research resources on this 
problem both in Washington and in the field in South Vietnan, 
and who therefore would have carried the burden of analysis for 
the study. These discussions indicated that the EIC membership 
would have little to offer to a study of rice production and 
distribution in South Vietnam which had not already been 
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as Maintenance of Agreed Basic Statistics 


There have been informal discussions among some Subcommittee 
members on current agricultural production statistics of 
Commnist countries. In most cases there has been substantial 
agreement.

9. Evaluation of the Role of the Subcommittee 


Despite the infrequence of formal activity, the Subcommittee is 
in a unique position to influence research in the food and 
agricultural problems in critical areas of the world. The 
problems arising from the population explosion, food problems 
in Communist countries, and problems with less developed 
countries present the Subcommittee with continuing challenges. 
it is imperative that members of the intelligence community 
and other interested government agencies cooperate closely to 
ascertain potential problem areas of the world. 


Future Program of the Subcommittee 


The Subcommittee should contimie to identify gaps in research and 
collection, approve external research projects, serve as a 
coordinating body for all agencies and departments having 
responsibilities in food and agriculture, and serve as a clearing 
house for information and data on western countries which could be 
useful in eppraising developments in Communist countries. The 
Subcommittee should be alert and discuss or bring to the attention 
of non-Subcommittee agencies with substantive responsibilities 
significant developments and activities in the field of food and 
agriculture throughout the world.
